Press)—Speaking today in the historic Guild Hall 
at a ceremonious gathering of Great Britain's most 
distinguished statesmen President Wilson reaffirm­ 
ed his principle that there must no longer be a bal­ 
ance of power which might unsettle the peace of 
the world, but the future must produce i concert 
of power which would preserve it.

In the course of his speech the President (It 
had sought to do away with the old order and 
a new one. I he old order, he said, had for its t 
unstable thing called the balance of power, ti* 
by competitive interests} “ jealous watchfully* 
antagonism of interests.” 
The men w ho have fought the w ar, he said, 
have been “men from free nations w ho w ere de­ 
termined That this sort of thing should end now and I 
forever "

The suggestion for a concert of power to replace the* 
balance of power, he remarked, was coming now from 
every quarter and from every sort of mind, 
rile concert 
to come, he declared, must not see a balance of power or 
one powerful group of nations set off against another, but 
“ a single overwhelming powerful group of nations which 
shall be the trustees of the peace of the world.” 


The minds of the leaders of the British Government, 
the President said, were moving along the same line as 
his own, and their thought had been that the key to peace I 
was the guarantee of it and not the items of it. Tile items 
of it, he said, would be worthless unless a concert of pow­ 
er stood back of them. , 
No such potent union of purpose had ever been seen 
in the world before, he said, as that which now demands 
a concert of power to preserve the world s peace.

Hercules has returned to her home port. 
During a trip fraught with peril

The submarine commission under Lieutenant Commander Bower push­ 
ed its investigation assiduously at Hamburg, Bremen, and other points with 
the result that scores of U-boats, nearly all near completion and hitherto 
undisclosed by the Germans, were found and reported.

should be eaten, however, which do 
not conform to the description just 
given. 
No decaying caps should be 
gathered, but dried or shriveled caps 
will usually freshen up while being 
washed. 
Freezing does not seem to 
injure th eir edibility. 
T h e Velvet-stemmed Collybia 
has 
an excellent flavor, and is, in fact, one 


of the best of o u r edible mushrooms. 
The best way of cooking it is to wash 
thoroughly, th en 
parboil* for thirty 
minutes in w a te r to which a little salt 
m ay be added and fry It with a steak 
in plenty of 
butter. 
The 
sterns 


should be rejected unless very young. 
Another way is to fry them for about 
fifteen m inutes in butter or bacon 
fat after parboiling. 
They may be 
served on to ast o r as a sep arate dish.
